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Comments 


February 16, 1950 to February 15, 1951 

An audit has been completed of the books of account 
and records of the Town of Freedom for the municipal 
year ended February 15, 1951. The audit included an 
examination of the records maintained by the Assessors, 
Selectmen, Town Clerk, Treasurer and Tax Collector. 

The result of the audit indicates that the following 
suggestions appear worthy of consideration by the Munici- 
pal officials: 


Transfers between accounts should be recorded 
by journal entries rather than to clear through 
the Treasurer’s cash account. | 

School payrolls and/or rolls of account should 
bear the written approval of at least a majority | 
of the School Committee. 

Unpaid real estate taxes secured by tax liens 
which have matured should be transferred to 
the tax acquired property account. 


The examination consisted of a review of cash trans- 
actions as well as an analysis of revenues and expenditures. 
The result of the year’s operations showed that available 
funds exceeded expenditures by $554.14. The net unex- 
pended balance carried forward to the ensuing year 
totaled $968.44 as compared with 626. 78 at the close 
of the preceeding year. 

Overdrafts were noted in various appropriation ac- 
counts, more particularly in the highways and bridges 
and charity accounts. The Department of Attorney Gen- 
eral has advised that overdrafts are not permitted by 
statute excepting in certain instances where emergencies 
arise in highway activities and then only to the extent 
of 15% of the highway appropriation. 
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It was ascertained that notes issued during the year 
totaled $5,400.00, the proceeds used for state aid road 
construction. | 

The unappropriated surplus of $4,156.01 at the 
beginning of the year was increased by $767.43 and 
amounted to $4,923.44 at the year end. This increase was 
occasioned principally by the excess of available funds 
over expenditures of $554.14 and the sale of property 
amounting to $311.10. 

The examination also included verification of tax 
and tax lien accounts. 

Insurance policies in force were reviewed and listed 
and a corporate surety bond was on file for the following 
official : 

- Treasurer - Tax Collector - $5,000.00 

Included in this report are exhibits and schedules 
pertaining to the financial] status of the Town. Audit 
procedures deemed necessary were followed in the de- 
velopment of these statements. 

It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet 
and supporting statements fairly present the financial! 
position of the Town at February 15, 1951, and the result 
of its operations for the year then ended.

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SCHOOL REPORT 


To the Superintending School Committee and Cit- 
izens of the Town of Freedom: 


It is with pleasure that I submit to you my first annual 
report. At this time I wish to express my sincere thanks 
for the fine cooperation given me by the School Commit- 
tee, the teachers, and the citizens of Freedom. Good 
schools are a product of cooperation and hard work. 

Several changes have been made in the operation 
of your schools during the year. Miss Edith Mitchell, a 
graduate of Massachusetts State Normal School, was 
secured to fill the vacancy in the Village Grammar Room. 
At the present time, Mrs. Arthena Keller is substituting 
for Mrs. Dorothy Hall, who has taken leave of absence 
because of poor health. We sincerely hope that Mrs. Hail 
will soon be fully recovered: 

At the South Freedom School, Mrs. Edith Ward is 
again teaching all grades. Mrs,’ Ward has taken two 
courses from the University of Maine during the past year. 
It is gratifying to have teachers constantly working 
toward self-improvement and better instruction in the 
classroom. 

Some children have opportunities for home reading ; 
others do not. The teacher needs to know which children 
do have these advantages in order to better provide for 
all the children. There are a great many other similar 
situations which the teacher must take into account if 
she is to plan her daily program for the good of all. For 
this reason, Cumulative Records have been started for 
each child in Freedom. These records contain information 
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about the child - his general health, his achievement in 
school, his intelligence quotient, and other pertinent facts 
which the teacher needs to know so that she may better 
instruct the child. 

New report cards are also in use this year. These 
reports allow the teacher to give a view of the child as 
she sees him. Because there is much that the parent knows 
about the child that the teacher should also know, report 
cards should be two-way communications. The parent. 
should use the space provided on the card for such com- 
ments and to express his opinions. This will help make 
better schools for the children. 

The teachers are now supervising the playgrounds 
whenever there are children playing outside. This is a 
necessary precaution for the safety of our children. 

Intelligence tests have been given to all the school 
children of Freedom. This is the beginning of a thorough 
testing program, to enable the teacher to know each 
child better and thus aid her in planning a program to 
fit the needs of each child. 

New reading books have been purchased for sub- 
primary, grades one, two and three. The reading system 
for grades IV to VIII should be replaced this year, and 
science instruction should be begun in all grades at the 
earliest possible time. Even though these two items will 
require a considerable outlay for basic textbooks, I hope 
that we can accomplish both objectives this year. 

Both buildings are in need of extensive repairs if 
present deficiencies are to be overcome. In fact, I seriously 
question the ‘advisability of undertaking corrective meas- 
ures in the existing buildings. 

Both buildings are extremely unsanitary with the 
present toilet facilities. On warm days the odor from the 
privies penetrates the classrooms and creates a very un- 
healthy atmosphere. This condition, I believe, cannot be 
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corrected unless a new school building is constructed. 

Every effort has been made to make present drinking 
facilities sanitary, but how much better it would be for 
the health of the children, if cool, fresh water could be 
supplied from a drinking fountain. 

Every child deserves the best we can give him. I 
heartily concur with the reeommendations of the School 
Building Committee, and I hope that the voters of the 
Town of Freedom, will take action to correct the deficien- 
cies listed in this report.

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PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING ANNUAL REPORT 


1951 


Health is a precious possession, and, like all precious 
things, requires constant care to be enjoyed to its fullest 
extent. Public Health Nursing is a planned program, bring- 
ing to you the latest approved methods of protecting and 
maintaining on a high level, your daily health needs. 
This service is offered to you on an individual and col- 
lective basis. Your interest and cooperation benefits you 
on that same basis. 

In 1951, thirteen nursing days were spent in Freedom. 
This included home visits to individual families, school 
programs and clinic services. 

Three typhoid clinics were held with 131 children 
and adults receiving protection against typhoid fever. 
In order to maintain adequate protection this should be 
repeated every two to three years, with more of the adult 
population participating. 

Tuberculin testing was done in the schools. Out of 
103 students tested three showed a reaction to the test. 
All were x-rayed and found to be negative for active 
tuberculosis. 

“Two Child Health Conferences were held with in- 
fants and preschools having physical examinations, and 
protection against SE ay whooping cough, tetanus 
and small pox. 

In 1952, a repeat immunization clinic for ‘‘booster”’ 
doses of diphtheria, whooping cough and tetanus should 
be offered. In this way a higher level of protection can 
be maintained. 
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If possible all children from the fourth grade through 
the Academy should have hearing tests with the Audio- 
meter. 

It has been a pleasure to work with your community 
and I wish to thank you for your support in the Health 
Program. .

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WHITE PINE BLISTER RUST 


R. 8. 1944, Ch. 32, Sec. 54— Forest Commissioner to 
promulgate, information and to designate areas where 
control is necessary. The forest commissioner is hereby 
authorized and empowered to promulgate by letter, pub- 
lication, poster, or other means of information concerning 
the white pine blister rust and designate, by the aforesaid 
means of promulgation, areas within the state in which 
control measures are necessary or advisable. It shall be 
the duty of every landowner within such designated area 
to carry out such control measures as are ordered by the 
forest commissioner, including the removal and destruc- 
tion of any or all plants of the genus Ribes, commonly 
known as currant and gooseberries, and any white pine 
tree or trees, which are found to be infected with the di- 
sease. If the owner fails to destroy the above named plants 
or trees within the time specified by the forest commission- 
er, the forest commissioner shall cause said plants or trees 
to be destroyed and shall charge the actual expense of 
same to the city, town or plantation within which said 
plants or trees are found. Such amount shall be collected 
as a State tax and credited to the appropriation for said 
purpose. The city, town or plantation wherein such plants 
or trees are found may assess the cost of the removal of 
said plants or trees to the owner of the real estate wherein 
the said plants or trees are found. The amount so assessed 
shall be collected in the form of a tax.
